Nutritionist 


Gives Advice 


A food revolution has modified 
natural food beyond belief and 
health, through dangerous 
chemical additives and through 
revolal of the original nutrients, 
a famous nutritionist and author 
told a full house at Memorial 
Hall Library last week. 

Beatrice Trum Hunter, author 
of ‘‘The Natural Foods Cook- 
book,” ‘‘Gardening Without Poi- 
sons’? and the new ‘‘Consumer 
Beware!’’, advised her listeners 
to begin reading the labels on the 
supermarket shelves. 

She warned that most of the 
chemical additives now found on 
almost every packaged food are 
inadequately tested for long term 
dangers, and that many have proven 
toxic, mutagenic or cancer- 
inciting effects. An example was 
stilbestrol, the hormone injected 
into almost all livestock for fat- 
tening purposes, newly indicated 
by recent medical tests as cancer- 
inciting.

are a second area of danger, she 
said, pointing to mercury in fish, 
other metals not yet publicized, and 
the pesticide residue tolerated in 
milk. 

Her third concern was a great 
food robbery she said occurred 
through removal of most of the 
original nutrients from foods, most 
spectacularly from flours and 
breads. 


Mrs. Hunter blamed diseduca- 
tion by the food industry, which 
she called propaganda disguised 
as straight news or research, and 
lax government standards that 
ignored the consumer to favor 
agriculture or the food industry. 
She praised the boost which the 
ecology movement has given to 
the interest in natural foods, but 
said food pollution was still large- 
ly ignored, to the peril of our 
children and grandchildren. 


Her solution? Read the labels! 
Don’t stop eating, but choose wise- 
ly, avoiding artificial coloring; 
flavoring; and chemical additives. 
Buy fresh foods, the nutritionist 
advised, instead of heavily proces- 
sed foods, and grow your own 
vegetables where you can, without 
pesticides.

He Was Andover’s Ambassador In °44 


Irving J. Whitcomb, 36 Central 
St., is one Andover resident who 
holds fond memories of Andover’s 
300th anniversary celebration 25 
years ago as well as events pre- 
ceding that great observance. 

Back in 1944, a couple of years 
before Andover’s tercentenary, 
Irving was stationed in Salisbury, 
England, at the S.F.S. Head-

Corps. He was a tech sergeant 
then and. like everyone else over 
there had been up to his ears in 
work in preparation for D-Day, 
June 6, 1944. 

Later that month, after the suc- 
cessful invasion of France, Irving 
decided to hop a train from Salis- 
bury to Andover, England, a 
distance of some 26 miles. 

Arriving in Andover Hants, 
which is the official name, the 
local soldier sought out the secre- 
tary of the town’s Board of Trade, 
Mr. RB. S. Allen, who was also an 
insurance broker and real estate 
agent. Since Irving had long ex- 
perience in the insurance field, 
they found much in common and 
became close friends. They talked 
of the two towns named Andover. 

The official title of the promo- 
tional organization there was 
‘sAndover and District Chamber of 
Trade.”’ 

Gn July 11, 1944, Irving received 
a letter from Allen on the trade 
board stationery, inviting him to a 
reception planned for Aug. 2 of 
that year at which S. R. Bell, who 
had served as mayor of Andover 
from 1939 to 1943 was to be 
honored. 

Eell’s tenure as mayor was far 
longer than that of any other man 
in recent years, and he was held 
in high esteem in the town. 

The big event was held in the 
Guildhall. A portrait of Mayor 
Bell was unveiled and Mrs. Eell 
was given a diamond ring. 

Irving Whitcomb of Andover, 
Mass., U.S.A, had a place of honor 


to the Town of Cndover on its 


325th Cluniversary 


on stage and was the only GI 
present. Hewasthe official repre- 
sentative of Andover, Mass., for 
the occasion. 

Following the Guildhall cere- 
monies, a group of the invited 
guests went to Allen’s home for 
dinner, Whitcomb serving as 
escort for anEnglishmajor’s wife, 
her husband being on duty inAfrica. 

‘That hospitality I’l] never 
forget,’’ says Whitcomb today. 

Time went on, Whitcomb re- 
turned to civilian life in Andover 
and the town prepared for its 
tercentenary in 1946. The local 
resident had maintained corres- 
pondence with Allen during the 
years and in the spring of 1946 
sent information about the 300th 
anniversary here. 

Allen contacted Mayor George D. 
Young and Mayoress Maud Sains- 
bury who were coming here as 
invited guests, and gave them a 
letter to Whitcomb. 

When they came here in May 
of 1946, they presented the letter 
to Whitcomb and took the time to 
visit his home and spend the better 
part of an evening. 

That’s the saga of Tech/Sgt. 
Irving J. Whitcomb and Andover 
Hants, England, some quarter 
century ago.

Memorial Hall Library has 
turned back the clock, and is now 
featuring news and views of old 
Andover in keeping with the town’s 
celebration of its 325th anniver- 
sary. The two early histories of 
Andover are on display - Bailey’s 
and Abbot’s - also Old Andover 
Days by Sarah Robbins and Claude 
Fuess’ Andover: Symbol of New 
England. 

Two full accounts of the history 
of Andover were published, one in 
1878 and another in 1887, in his- 
tories of Essex County.

In 1946, the American Woolen 
Company, with its vast factory 
and satellite village of Shawsheen, 
was the major taxpayer of An- 
dover. But within a decade, after 
one final convulsion of turning out 
blankets for Korea, the textile 
giant had died, ending an era of 
robber barons and their unshaken 
faith in the immortality of blue 
serge suitings for the white collar 
class. ‘ 

From a sleepy academic village, 
made upof acommunity of scholars 
at Phillips Academy, workers and 
overseers of the adjacent mills 
and a hardy remnant of dirt 
farmers, Andover became a 
microcosm of American suburbia. 

The results were not neces- 
sarily negative. The releasing of 
manpower and materials following 
World War II led to the burgeoning 
of a highway system to handle the 
proliferation of automobiles, which 
in their turn were to create a new 
life style in the nation. 

One of the prime examples of 
the highway system was the con- 
struction of Route 128, a state 
road that sliced within 10 miles of 
Andover, in its circumferential 
sweep of Boston. Along that high- 
way, spin-off industries related 
to the Nuclear Age and its twin, 
the Space Age, sprang up and 
multiplied like rabbits. Many of 
its workers, executives and bench 
technicians alike, sought homes in 
the surrounding countryside, ex- 
tending all the way to Andover, 
and eventually beyond into Southern 
New Hampshire. 

The sprawling Shawsheen mill, 
instead of wasting away like an 
ailing white elephant, was taken 
over by the Raytheon Company, 
a defense-oriented electronics or- 
ganization that began to absorb 
the cream of the available pool of

skilled workers and to attract 
others from afar.

of a distressed Nature.

In education, Phillips has re- 


mained preeminent, although in 
more recent times beset by all of 
the problems of a permissive 
society, a trend toward increasing 
opportunities for the disadvantaged 
and by the spiralling costs of 
maintaining an elitist system of 
preparing adolescents for ad- 
vanced learning. 

But, at the same time, in neigh- 
boring North Andover, but spilling 
over into Andover, the demands 
for higher learning also have led 
to the establishment of Merrimack 
College, staffed by a community 
of Augustinian fathers, who have 
developed an institution that con- 
tinues to grow in stature. 

And, in recognition of the need 
for shorter schooling periods, for 
special skills, Andover has seen 
the establishment of the Andover 
Institute of Business, an institution 
of practical arts, and the locating 
here of a branch of Bryant-Mc- 
Intosh Junior College, originally 
a school for business office 
practices. 

The importance of business and 
technical skills, related to new 
industry, has been reflected in the 
location in Andover in recent years 
of such new enterprises as Gillette 
Toiletries, a modern complex con- 
structed within handy trucking 
distance of Route 93 in the Lowell 
Junction-Ballardvale area. 

And while town officials pre- 
dicted that Route 93 alone, 
siphoning traffic from old state 
route 28, would restore Andover 
to its former image as a quiet 
country village, parking space re- 
mains at a premium on Main 
street and traffic at rush hours 
often becomes snarled beyond the 
wildest dreams of urban planners. 

Much has been said about the 
decline of religious influence on 
modern society, yet congeries of 
churches have sprung up in the 
last few years. To the nucleus 
of St. Augustine’s and St. Joseph’s 
Roman Catholic C hurches in down- 
town Andover and Ballardvale, has 
been added St. Robert Bellarmine 
in West Andover, a rapidly growing 
area. 

But, in addition, there have been 
added a new Unitarian-Univer sal- 
ist Church, a Bible Chapel, a 
Lutheran and a Christian Science 
Church to meet the needs of the 
growing population. And Christ 
Church, Episcopal, has added a 
new Church School complex to 
its quasi-Victorian main edifice. 

As the town has grown, its 
problems have increased, in- 
cluding finances, transportation, 
public schooling, drugs, youthful 
restlessness, an increasing Op- 
opposition to the continuing con- 
flict in Indo-China and unemploy- 
ment among executives of the 
electronics industry, But, as it has 
for 325 years, Andover also con- 
tinues to have a special vitality 
for coping.

Public Schooling Has 


Impact On 


A public school population that 
grew from 1,340 pupils in 1946 
to 6,074 in January, 1971, is an 
indication of why vast changes 
have taken place in the system in 
the last 25 years. 

The School Committee became 
aware of the approaching crisis 
in classroom space in the 1940’s 
and within a few years, with the 
help of State legislation providing 
financial aid in construction, 
school houses began sprouting 
throughout the town, more or less 
in proporation to the number of 
new homes. 

The first two new modern build- 
ings to arise were the WestSchool 
in April, 1952, and the Central 
School, since renamed in honor 
of William Doherty, was ready in 
September of the same year. Mr. 
Doherty retired in 1971 after 36 
years as a member of the School 
Committee. 

Even'so, several buildings which 
had been closed to make way for 
the modern structures, were re- 
opened until renovations could be 
made to other school houses. 

Punchard High School, whichhad 
served the town for many years, 
became inadequate to handle the 
demands on it, and, in 1957 a new 
Andover High School was opened 
on the west side of town, while 
Punchard became a junior high 
school, 

Still, within a decade the new 
high school could not meet the 
challenge and a still newer high 
school was constructed inthe same 
general area in 1958. The former 
high school building became West 
Junior High School. 

In all, between 1952 and 1970, 
seven new school buildings and 
additions .to three others were 
erected. And only this spring, the 
Town Meeting turned down plans 
for an addition to the Doherty 
Schoob. 

In addition to the schools serving 
Andover alone, the town also joined 
with other communities in the 
Greater Lawrence area to help 
the establishment of a regional

When the New England Tele- 
phone Company began changing 
from manual to dial telephoning 
in 1958, there was considerable 
agitation to have the Andover ex- 
change retain its identity.

A Land Bargain For 6 Pounds’ 


The Indian whose likeness ap- 
pears on the Andover town seal 
was Cutshamache, from whom the 
early settlers purchased the land 
that now embraces both Andover 
and North Andover, in 1646. The 
price was six English pounds and 
a blanket; some sources say the 
cloth was made up into a coat. 


Under the ‘‘body of liberties’’ 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
adopted in 1641, the deed to the 
transaction had to be registered 
with the General Court in Boston. 
The deed included alewife fishing 
rights to another Indian called 
Roger, for as long as he and his 
people refrained from harming 
the white man’s crops.

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Budget Figures 
Reflect Growth 


A review of population and budget 
figures for the last 25 years re- 
veals a measure of Andover’s 
tremendous growth since the 300th 
anniversary. 


In 1946, with a population of 
11,920, the town voted an appro- 
priation of $817,508 for municipal 
services. This was reflected in a 
tax rate of $36 per $1,000 valuation. 


Ten years later, with 14,535 
persons living here, the budget 
figure had jumped to $2,123,469, 
calling for a tax rate of $60. 
Aware of the imbalance ofassess- 
ments, the town fathers called 
for a revaluation of property in 
1958, based on 80 per cent valua- 
tion. 


In 1966, under the new assess- 
ment system, the appropriation 
figure stood at $6,631,520, on a 
tax rate of $33. The population 
was 20,551. The following year, 
property was reassessed at 100 
per cent valuation. And in 1971, 
with the population at 23,695, the 
appropriation climbed to 
$13,578,978. Although the tax rate 
has not been established for 1971 
there are estimates that there will 
be a $4 increase over the 1970 
figure of $46.

The growth of Andover has been 
paralleled in some respects by the 
growth of: the Andover Townsman 
in the last quarter century. 

Irving E. Rogers, publisher of 
the Lawrence Eagle- -Tribune, 
bought the Townsman in 1949 from 
the Consolidated Press and An- 
dover Townsman. At the time, 
the circulation was less than 1,000. 
At present, it stands at 3,650 and 
is still growing. 

Within a year after Mr. Rogers 
took over control of the Townsman, 
the newspaper became one of the 
first in New England to use the 
offset printing process. 


Briefly, offset involves the 
photography of entire pages of type 
and superimposing the image on a 
sensitized plate, thinly etched, in- 
stead of pressing the image ona 
matting paper - or stereotyping - 
a process almost as obsolete as

The plasma, having been useful 
in World War II on the battle- 
field to combat severe shock, was 
released for civiliam use with the 


end of the fighting.

Twenty-five years ago, the

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Fire Truck 
Splits 
The Towns 


There’s hardly a young red- 
blooded American male youngster 
who has not thrilled to the sight 
of a gleaming red fire truck speed- 
ing to its destination. 

For that matter, as the ages 
pass the particular piece of emer- 
gency apparatus maintains an elec - 
tric charge for many as it responds 
to a call. 

Here in Andover, however, afire 
truck led to the division of the 
community into what is now two 
corporate entities. 

In 1646, Andover was composed 
of all the lands within the present 
borders of North Andover, An- 
dover, even some parts of South 
Lawrence. 

The original town of Andover 
was founded in what is now North 
Andover and commonly referred to 
as the old center. 

Later, as the community grew, 
the town divided into North and 
South parishes, still a single com- 
munity, however. 

The North Parish Unitarian 
church in North Andover was the 
meeting place for residents of that 
district and as the south portion 
of the town grew, so did a new 
meeting house, South Church. 

Things moved along smoothly 
over the years with members of 
both North and South parishes con- 
ducting their annual business 
transactions and the community 
running along a calm course. 

This proceeded until about the 
mid 1850’s when it was decided 
a new piece of fire apparatus was 
needed to serve the ever growing 
township. 


The need was mutually agreed: 


upon, but its location became a 
source of irritation between North 
and South parishioners. The north- 
erners felt it was most needed 
there, while the South Parish re- 
sidents staunchly insisted the new 
apparatus be placed intheir section 
of the town. 

The squable eventually led to 
the South Parish getting the fire 
apparatus, and the North Parish- 
ioners deciding to go it on their 
own, received their charter of 
incorporation as the town of North 
Andover in 1855. 

It is strange that in this year 
of Andover’s 325th anniversary, 
both communities have witnessed 
tremendous growth during the past 
quarter century in the very de- 
partment that caused the division 
of the town. 

Here, in Andover, a new public 
safety center houses the most 
up-to-date fire apparatus and 
equipment. 

The department has witnessed 
tremendous growth in manpower 
during the past 25 years under 
the direction of the late Chief C. 
Edward Buchan and its present 


administrator Chief Henry L. 
Hilton. 
Apparatus is all of modern 


vintage, fully equipped to meet any 
and all emergency needs, such as 
chemical fires, explosive dangers, 
etc. 

It has also maintained older 
apparatus to be used for fill-in 
purposes should some of the 
modern machinery be out of 
service for repair. 

Latest addition to the depart- 
ment in the line of apparatus is 
a modern snorkel, which re- 
placed the 25-year-old aerial 
ladder truck in 1970. 

It was used for the first time in 
mid-winter 1970. The general 
alarm fire at the Andover com- 
panies on North Main Street was 
fought in sub-freezing tem- 
peratures, 

The former aerial ladder was 
transferred to the newly opened 
West Andover substation built and 
opened in the late 1960's. 

The new public. safety center on 
North Main street is considered 
to be among the most modern 
central fire station facilities inthe 
area. 

Done away with in the process of 
opening the new station was the 
sounding of the signal, so familiar 
at 8 a.m. and 6 p.m. daily and on 
no school days, as well as the 
sounding of the location of a fire, 

A new modern message 
receiving and_ transmitting 
console, plus radio communi- 
cations with the emergency 
vehicles provides more rapid re-

porting and response than the 
former air horn signal. 

As for manpower, the chief is 
assisted by a deputy chief covering 
each shift and a lieutenant is in 
charge of crews at each sub- 
station as well as the Central 
station. 

North Andover within the past 
year, opened a new substation 
in the center portion of the town. 
The location of the new station, 
which serves the most rapidly 
growing part of the community, 
is within a stone’s throw of where 
the original station was built fol- 
lowing the battle of the 1850’s. 

That original station still stands 
and is used asquarters for 
Cochichewick Lodge A.F. andA.M., 

As is well-known today, there 
are traditional rivalries between 
the two towns, but that town- 
splitting battle of over a century 
ago is well forgotten in these days 
of mutual aid among fire depart- 
ments, 

Major conflagrations find An- 
dover fire fighters quickly re- 
sponding to aid North Andover 
and other surrounding communi- 
ties and vice versa. 

But, had it not been for a piece 
of fire apparatus, Andover might 
be a bulging metropolis. 


From the police blotter during 
the week of Sept. 5, 1946, the 
TOWNSMAN reported, ‘‘a boy 
threw a stone into an auto on 
School Street last Thursday. When 
brought to headquarters, however, 
the boy stated that he hadn’t meant 
to hit the car.’? Case closed.

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Summer School 
For Veterans 
Conducted 


While summer school programs 
may seem new to Andover, the 
town initiated such aprogram back 
in 1946, 

The program was to benefit re- 
turning veterans of World War Il 
and ran from June 24 throughAug. 
17. 

State funds were to be provided 
for the program but were late in 
arriving. 

Due to the delay, the Andover 
Servicemen’s Fund provided finan- 
cial aid to get the program starte¢ 
on time. 

Teachers in the high school con- 
ducted the summer progralm, 
through which the returning 
veterans were able to complete 
their high school diploma 
requirements and in many cases 
go on to colleges and universities 
in the fall. 


Public School. 
Growth Predicted 


In October of 1960, the Planning 
Board’s consultant predicted that 
Andover’s public school popula- 
tion might reach 9,000 in the next 
three decades, The count was 
6,074 as of January 11, 1971. The 
same consultant predicted that the 
town’s population would grow to 
40,000 in the same period.

Andover Adds 


Industrial Tone 


Despite some slowing down in 
recent years, Andover in the last 
quarter century has added an im- 
portant industrial and business 
tone to its rural suburban image. 

Where in 1946, the Tyer Rubber 
Company, the Marland and Shaw- 
sheen Mills were major industrial 
complexes, the town has attracted 
several impressive new plants in 
areas once occupied by farms. 

And where in1946, theAmerican 
Woolen Company was the major 
tax payer, it was replaced, after 
its demise, by the Raytheon Coni- 
nany, an electronics enterprise. 
Still more recently, Gillette Toile- 
tries has carried the heaviest 
impost. 

Yet, Raytheon remains near the 
top as the result of its moving 
into a new plant in West Andover. 
And like such enterprises as 
Gillette, Allied Chemical and 
Brockway-Smith, a manufacturer 
and distributor of building 
materials, Raytheon’s new plant 
was designed to harmonize withthe 
wooded surroundings. 

But not the least of the com- 
plexes is the North Atlantic Re- 
gional Internal Revenue Center, 
situated off Lowell street, near 
an interchange of Route 93, in 
West Andover. This Federal 
facility employs from 3,000 to 
5,000 persons, depending on the 
season of the year. Many of these 
employees are temporary, re- 
flecting opportunities for many 
semi-retired persons. 


$77,000 Raised 


In Salvage 


When the Andover Salvage Com- 
mittee wound up its World War II 
activities, in late 1946, Harry I. 
Emmons, the chairman, reported 
that from the sale of scrap metal, 
waste paper, tin cans and rags, 
the committee had earned $7,728. 
Of that, the Servicemen’s Fund 
Committee received $5,255 andthe 
home service department of the 
Red Cross $1,774. 


Andover Is | 
Second In 


ABC Program 


Andover became the _ second 
community in the nation to join 
in the A Better Chance program, 
which provides a public education 
opportunity for the disadvantaged. 

Copied from a program which 
originated in Hanover, N.H., and 
Dartmouth College, Andover began 
the program under a grant from 
the Rockofeller foundation and 
public subscription. 

A home for the first ten boys was 
obtained on Main street, near the 
Phillips Academy campus. 

The boys from various parts of 
the United States entered Andover 
high school and its first graduates, 
now in college, have shown re- 
markable progress. 

The program is directed by 
local citizens who had sought the 
original pledges for the initial 
three year program and it’s now 
continuing activity. 

The boys are supervised by 
adults and join in community ac- 
tivities with other students from 
the high school. On Sundays they 
join families in the community 
participating in religious and 
recreational activities. 

Foys chosen for the program 
spend a summer preparing to enter 
the public educational system at 
Dartmouth in Hanover, N.H. They 
then begin their studies in their 
new environment inSeptember with 
the opening of the school year. 

Since Andover instituted the 
program, North Andover has also 
initiated a similar program, along 
with other public educational sys- 
tems throughout the country. 

Phillips Academy has also been 
a participant in the ABC program. 


Officials of Phillips Academy 
agreed to cooperate in a plan to 
eliminate a bottleneck and traffic 
hazard on Main street, near the 
campus, in 1949, to provide for 
a double lane highway with a turf 
safety island in the center, The 
plan had been in existence since 
1932, but had been shelved for 
economic reasons in the begin- 
ning and by shortages of manpower 
and materials in World War Il, 
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Private Education Grows 


In Last Quarter Century 


Although the name Andover 
traditionally conjures up the image 
of Phillips Academy, the town also 
is noted for such private indepen- 
dent institutions as Abbot 
aa agirls’ school founded in 
1 ‘ 

In the last quarter century, both 


- institutions have added totheir en- 


rollments and facilities to meet the 
special demands for the education 
of students living away from home, 
even though both have continued to 
accept day students within 
commuting distance. 

Both institutions began joint 
studies of the possibility of merger 
in the fall of 1970, only to suspend 
the project because of financial 
problems. Instead, the two schools 
have undertaken new studies aimed 
at the possibilities of expanding 
present coordinated programs that 
would enable each school to retain 
its independence. 

Although still looked on from the 
outside as schools geared to higher 
income families, both have under- 
taken broad programs aimed at 
giving their students a concern for 
contemporary problems of an 
urban society. This has involved 
special projects away from 
campus, and if the enthusiasm of 
young faculty members is not 
smothered by hoary tradition, both 
Phillips and Abbot will have vastly 
changed images in another decade. 

But, insome areas, Andover also 
is known as the home of the Pike 


School, a _ private institution 
founded in 1926 for a group of 
neighborhood children. Incor- 
porated in 1944 as a non-profit 
institution, the Pike School has 
expanded so rapidly that it now 
occupies a 30-acre site in the 
Sunset Rock Road area at the 
easterly end of town. Classes 
are offered for children from kin- 
dergarten through the ninth grade. 

While Andover historically was 
considered a Yankee Protestant 
town, the influence of the Roman 
Catholic church has hada leavening 
affect for many years, as a result 
of the growth of industry in neigh- 
boring Lawrence. 

Even before Pope John XXIII 
touched off the ecumenical move- 
ment in the 1960’s, Catholic- 
sponsored education was being 
established in town. In addition 
to St. Augustine’s primary school, 
an adjunct of St. Augustine’s 
parish, the Franciscan Order 
opened a seminary in West Andover 
in 1930, for the early training of 
priests. 

The Seminary, famous for many 
years for its display of Christmas 
lights, in the last few years has 
begun to admit young men with no 
intention of becoming priests, as 
students in its high school 
program. 

Then, within a year of one 
another in the mid-1940’s, Sacred 
Heart School, a grammar school 
for boys, opened in Shawsheen

Village under the direction of the 
Erothers of the Scared Heart, a 
group of lay teachers, and Merri- 
mack College, staffed by the 
Augustinian ‘fathers, opened a 
few hundred yards up the street, on 
the North Andover line. 

Despite increasing financial 
problems all around, growthof pri- 
vate education has not diminished. 


Andover Citizens 
Ahead Of Parade 
In Ecology 


More than half a century before 
ecology became a household word, 
public spirited citizens of Andover 
demonstrated their concern for 
preserving the town’s rural 
heritage by banding together to 
establish the Andover Village Im- 
provement Society. 

For years concerned chiefly with 
tending byways and parks, largely 
at the expense of individual 
members, the Society in recent 
years had undergone a change of 
direction and has turned to the 
acquisition and conservation of 
reservations of land for the 
enjoyment of posterity. 

Within the last two years, stu- 
dents and faculty members of 
Phillips Academy, led by Jameson 
French, a member of the class of 
1971, and Thomas E. Cone, an 
instructor in biology, and 


Nathaniel B. Smith, amathematics 
instructor, added new life to the 
general movement of preserving 
and restoring natural resources. 

The work of the society hadbeen 
augmented by the creation of a 
Conservation Commission, a State 
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July was haying time, back in 1949, and here two 


agency dedicated to the preserva- 
tion of greenbelt areas in suburbia, 
also through acquisitions. 

Between them, the twoorganiza- 
tions offer hope for Andover’s 
ecological integrity in the next 
quarter century.

Religion Vital Part Of 
Andover Community Life 


Religious freedom was among 
the prime reasons for the founding 
of these United States. 

Here, in Andover, religion has 
been a vital part of community 
life. 

Indicative of the role religion 
has played in the development of 
the community has been evidenced 
in the past 25 years when several 
new churches have located within 
the confines of the town. 

Puritanical dictates of years 
past and accompanying ‘‘Blue 
Laws,’’ have given way in recent 
years to a spirit of ecumenism, 


with those of Catholic, Protest- 
ant and Jewish persuasion work- 
ing toward a single devotional 
purpose. 

For many years the Catholic 
population was served by St. 
Augustine’s parish, originally a 
mission church, later staffed by 
priests of the Augustinian order. 

St. Augustine’s also serves a 
mission church in Ballardvale 
known as St. Joseph’s. 

As the town grew with the influx 
of new homes and families, par- 
ticularly in the western section 
of the town, the late Archbishop 


Richard Cardinal Cushing saw the 
need for an additional Catholic 
church in the area. 


St. Robert Bellarmine church 
was built on Haggetts Pond road 
to serve the needs of the Catholics 
of West Andover, Tewksbury and 
South Lowell. 

The Protestant community was 
also to grow during this same 
quarter century, meeting the needs 
of varied sects. 

The Lutheran Church founded a 
congregation, initially meeting at 
Peabody House on the campus of 
Phillips Academy before con- 
structing its new church edifice 
on South Main street. 

The Andover Bible Chapel built 
a new structure for its congrega- 
tion on Lowell street. 

The Unitarian-Universalist 
church of Lawrence needed new 
facilities and decided upon a plot

of land off Lowell street in An- 
dover to construct its new, modern 
design building. 

In Ballardvale, where two 
churches had united years pre- 
viously, the members decided to 
build a new structure and home 
for its pastor. 

The Christian Science congre- 
gation also built a new church on 
North Main street and maintains 
its reading rooms on Main street 
in the center of town. 

As for the Jewish community, 
Temple Emanuel of Lawrence, 
obtained land off Lowell street, 
and plans to build a new temple 
and school facilities in the future. 

Existing congregations expanded 
their facilities, such as Christ 
Episcopal church, which con- 
structed a new parish hall and 
religious education building. 

Added facilities were also built 
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at West Parish church. 

In recent years the ecumenical 
spirit has been most prevalent 
in Andover. 

The traditional three hour 
service on Good Friday, has, as 
its leaders, pastors and ministers 
representing all Andover 
churches. 

As part of the 325th anniver- 
sary observance, an Ecumenical 
service is scheduled for 4 p.m. 
Sunday at CochranChapel, Phillips 
Academy. 

All of which exemplifies the 
religious spirit of Andover.

Our new building, on the 
same site, was completed in 1956 and still serves Andover residents by the 
thousands weekly. It is one of the most modern and convenient bank 
buildings in this section of the country.

Shepard Re-Elected

In the town election 25 years 
ago, Sanborn A, Caldwell and John 
H. Kelly unseated William Barron 
and P. Leroy Wilson from the 
Board of Public Works, with Howell 
Shepard re-elected selectman and 
the Rev. Frank E. Dunn won a 
close fight for moderator. Voters 
interested in the returns, grouped 
around Town Clerk George 


Winslow’s desk in the Town House 
as returns trickled in. The results 
had all been tabulated by 10 p.m. 
on that March night in 1946. And, 
as was traditional then, the returns 
from Precinct One presaged the 
eventual outcome, justifying the 
slogan, ‘‘as goes Precinct One, 
so goes the town.’ 

Later, Mr. Shepard was to move 
to New Hampshire, where he 
became the first director of the 
New Hampshire Sweepstakes Com- 
mission. 


And now there is none. This shows the Ballardvale Station of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad as it appeared in 1950, just before the main building was razed and the shed 
became a waiting room. Now, even the shed has disappeared to make room for a block of 
apartments.

Provided With Housing 


The year 1946, Andover’s 300th 
anniversary, was a joyous occa- 
sion for many reasons. 

First, of course, was the fact 
that the town had grown, pro- 
gressed, and prospered in good 
times and bad for three centuries. 
It was, indeed, a time for cele- 
bration, but for even greater rea- 
sons - World War Il, then de- 
scribed as the war to end all wars 
was over. 

Returning servicemen and their 
families were in need of housing 
in those years and Andover was 
quick to respond with state as- 
sistance. 

The Andover Housing Authority 
was founded in the post war years 
and supervised construction of the 
Veterans Housing units on 
Memorial Circle off Morton street. 

The formation of the authority 
which receives state funds for 
construction of its buildings, led 
later to meeting a need for An- 
dover’s senior citizens. More on 
that later. 

The Housing Authority, with its 
one state-appointed local member 
and four elected local officials, 
supervises and operates the low- 
income housing units in Memorial 
Circle, principally for veterans of 
all wars, but with some exception 
to other qualifying persons. 

The units, since their opening 
have been well maintained and 
supervised over the years and all 
units are continuously occupied, 
with a waiting list for tenancy 
almost constantly. 

In the early 1960’s, state legis- 
lation provided funds for construc- 
tion of housing units for the elderly. 

Under the supervision of the An- 
dover Housing Authority, Chestnut 
Court, a development of some 40 
units was constructed adjacent to 
the Veterans units. 


The opening of these units 
answered a need for Andover’s 
respected senior citizens - aplace 
to enjoy their retirement years. 

A community room was 
furnished by local groups and or- 
ganizations for the enjoyment of 
the occupants. 

The units were designed in such 
a manner that should an emer- 
gency arise among one of the lone 
occupants of the unit a signal 
could be given which would bring 
aid immediately from either a 
neighbor or from public safety 
agencies. 

Garden clubs constantly keep 
the area beautified. 

So popular was the initial pro- 
ject, and so much was the need for 
additional units displayed by the 
applications for occupancy, that 
the Housing Authority members 
in the late 60’s requested and re- 
ceived town and state permission 
to erect a second project.

were opened and immediately oc- 
cupied in 1970 with the same ad- 
vanges offered as in the original 
project. 

The second project is located 
directly behind the original C hest- 
nut Court unit. Its construction was 
delayed as the local authority 
battled with the state over the 
heating facilities for the new 
buildings. 

The local authority finally after 
tenaciously pursuing their theories 
on the matter, finally convinced 
the state housing board that their 
thoughts would represent savings 
to state, town and residents alike. 
Thus the delay proved worthwhile. 

There is still a need for addi- 
tional units for the senior citizens 
and the Housing Authority mem- 
bers are pursuing the possibility 


of obtaining some apartment units™ 


on Post Office avenue. The units 
will need some renovation to meet 
state standards and safety meas- 
ures for senior citizen occupancy, 
but local Housing Authority mem- 
bers are hopeful that the conver- 
sion can take place and meet the 
continued need for caring for those 
who have given much to Andover 
and are deserving of unity and 
companionship in their retire- 
ment years. 

The Housing Authority within 
the past year has been granted 
further responsibility and 
authority through legislative ac- 
tion and is moving in this direc- 
tion. 

It currently has under study, 
provisions for obtaining housing 
for low-income families. 

This is in its early stages and 
action along these lines is ex- 
pected to progress in the months 
ahead. 

As for the senior citizens, much 
has been done to make their lives 
useful and enjoyable. 

A Council on Aging was formed 
in the late 60’s. 

This group has provided trips 
for the senior citizens including 
trips to various sections. of New 
England, visiting historic spots, 
foliage tours, movie trips, etc. 
There are monthly dinners for the 
group served at nominal prices 
at the Greater Lawrence Regional 
Vocational Technical High school. 

Andover Haven, a.meeting place 
for the senior citizens, is located 
on Barnard street under the super- 
sion of the council. Here, the older 
residents of the community can 
meet for recreational activity, 
reading, television viewing, les- 
sons in various crafts such as 
sewing and knitting. 

A station wagon was provided 
to the council by the Andover 
Service club, to assist the older 
residents with transportation 
needs such as shopping trips, 
visits to professional offices, etc. 

In summary, since 1946, An- 
dover has met the needs of veterans 
and senior citizens alike - simply 
underlining the fact that Andover 
is a community that cares andacts

Andover’s elementary school 
children are about to go through 
a de-grading experience in mathe- 
matics, but teachers feel that they 
will be better for it, come Sep- 
tember! 

The elementary schools are 
moving into an individualized (non- 
graded) math program in 
September, and students will all 
take placement tests in the next 
two weeks to determine the 
functional level at which each will 
begin learning math in the fall. 

This means that beginning in 
September, a third grade child, 
for example, will start learning and 
practising math topics at precisely 
the level indicated by his June 
placement __ tests, and proceed 
through these to the next at his 
own pace; this will be instead 
of starting all of his class, or 
even a group of them, at the same 
level in math, to proceed at a 
uniform pace which would be too 
stow for some, too fast for others, 
and just right only for a few in 
the middle of the group. 

The man who has been explain- 
ing this to Andover elementary 
school parents at PTO’s andparent 
meetings is Philip Dyer, the 
Doherty School teacher and An- 
dover math coordinator who pre- 
sented the Individualized Math Sys- 
tem (IMS) to the school com- 
mittee. 

Math Coordinator Dyer needs 
volunteers to help correct the 
placement tests, June 1 - 11, and 
urges interested parents to contact 
their schools immediately to 
volunteer and get the details. 
Volunteers need no special ex- 
perience, will be helping the sys- 
tem move into its ungraded math 
system, and they themselves will 
get acloser look at the particular 
math program which adminis- 
trators and a teachers’ inservice 
math workshop have finally settled 
on as best for the Andover system. 


The ~IMS~ math _ program, 
approved by the school committee 
at its last meeting, will get its 
Andover dress rehearsal in the 
elementary summer school, and 
be used in all elementary schools 
in the fall. 

At that time, Dyer explains, 
each student will take another 
test in a given mathematics topic, 
to determine which skills in that 
topic he already has, which he 
needs review on, and which he 
needs to learn new. This 
philosophy of individualized in- 
struction is that a pupil learns 
only what he does not know, 
although post-tests in each area 
point up needs for review, until 
the mastery of the skills in any 
topic are solid. 

The educators’ choice of the 
Individualized Math System for 
Andover schools jells a policy 
which has been evolving over a 
period of several years. 

Individualized instruction in 
math, as in reading, has been a 
goal of the system since well before 
Bancroft School was opened. The 
big questions have been the readi- 
ness of the system’s teachers for 
individualized teaching once the 
right program was found, and the 
cost, since suchaprogram meant a 
continuing per-pupil cost for in- 
structional materials, assign- 
ments, tests, all consumable. 


As new school’ committeeman 
Dr. Frank Griggs put it at his 
first meeting, ‘‘We all agree that 
individualization is our goal. The 
question is, how far can we travel 
toward it? How much of the 
ticket can we afford to pay?’ 


Not very far, it seemed this 
winter, Administrators and the 
teachers math group had chosen 
what seemed to be the best in- 
dividualized program, and planned 
to pilot it in two schools, while 
developing an interim halfway- 
individualized curriculum for the 
rest of the elementary system. 
Yet after budget cuts, the math 
teachers’ workshop eliminated the 
individualized program because of 
its $10 per pupil cost, whichwould 
have to be repeated for each pupil 
each year,

Yet the workshop teachers and 
administrators became more and 
more convinced that all elementary 
pupils should go right into a math- 
ematics program that let them 
learn at their own capabilities, 
and that the teachers were ready 
to handle it. Impasse. 

Light began to show at the end 
of the tunnel late this winter, when 
the group learned of the Individual - 
ized Math System, developed at 
the Regional Educational De- 
velopment Laboratory for the 
Carolinas and Virginia. 

Math committee heads Dyer and 
Dorothy Minzner, Bancroft teach- 
ers Jane Collins andSanborn Prin- 
cipal Joseph Normandy visited the 
Lemon Road School in Falls 
Church, Virginia, to observe the 
program in action - and got help 
and critical evaluation of the 
system from that school’s princi- 
pal, Ann Merchant, an Andover 
native! 

The IMS program had two in- 
teresting features, math coordi- 
nator Dyer explains: the IMS 
program turned out to be a re- 
finement of (and, in his opinion, 
an improvement over) the pro- 
gram Andover had reluctantly 
turned down: for example, it has 
some group. math learning 
activities, to supplement the 
individualized approach.

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Non-Graded Math Program 
September 


Will Begin In 


By Helen M. Eccles 


Andover’s elementary school 
children are about to go through 
a de-grading experience in mathe- 
matics, but teachers feel that they 
will be better for it, come Sep- 
tember! 

The elementary schools are 
moving into an individualized (non- 
graded) math program _ in 
September, and students will all 
take placement tests in the next 
two weeks to determine the 
functional level at which each will 
begin learning math in the fall. 

This means that beginning in 
September, a third grade child, 
for example, will start learning and 
practising math topics at precisely 
the level indicated by his June 
placement tests, and proceed 
through these to the next at his 
own pace; this will be instead 
of starting all of his class, or 
even a group of them, at the same 
level in math, to proceed at a 
uniform pace which would be too 
stow for some, too fast for others, 
and just right only for a few in 
the middle of the group. 

The man who has been explain- 
ing this to Andover elementary 
school parents at PTO’s and parent 
meetings is Philip Dyer, the 
Doherty School teacher and An- 
dover math coordinator who pre- 
sented the Individualized Math Sys- 
tem (IMS) to the school com- 
mittee. 

fath Coordinator Dyer needs 
volunteers to help correct the 
placement tests, June 1 - 11, and 
urges interested parents to contact 
their schools immediately to 
volunteer and get the details. 
Volunteers need no special ex- 
perience, will be helping the sys- 
tem move into its ungraded math 
system, and they themselves will 
get acloser look at the particular 
math program which adminis- 
trators and a teachers’ inservice 
math workshop have finally settled 
on as best for the Andover system. 


The IMS math _ program, 
approved by the school committee 
at its last meeting, will get its 
Andover dress rehearsal in the 
elementary summer school, and 
be used in all elementary schools 
in the fall. 

At that time, Dyer explains, 
each student will take another 
test in a given mathematics topic, 
to determine which skills in that 
topic he already has, which he 
needs review on, and which he 
needs to learn new. This 
philosophy of individualized in- 
struction is that a pupil learns 
only what he does not know, 
although post-tests in each area 
point up needs for review, until 
the mastery of the skills in any 
topic are solid. 

The educators’ choice of the 
Individualized Math System for 
Andover schools jells a policy 
which has been evolving over a 
period of several years. 

Individualized instruction in 
math, as in reading, has been a 
goal of the system since well before 
Bancroft School was opened. The 
big questions have been the readi- 
ness of the system’s teachers for 
individualized teaching once the 
right program was found, and the 
cost, since suchaprogram meant a 
continuing per-pupil cost for in- 
structional materials, assign- 
ments, tests, all consumable. 

As new school’ committeeman 
Dr. Frank Griggs put it at his 
first meeting, ‘We all agree that 
individualization is our goal. The 
question is, how far can we travel 
toward it? How much of the 
ticket can we afford to pay?” 


Not very far, it seemed this 
winter, Administrators and the 
teachers math group had chosen 
what seemed to be the best in- 
dividualized program, and planned 
to pilot it in two schools, while 
developing an interim halfway- 
individualized curriculum for the 
rest of the elementary system. 
Yet after budget cuts, the math 
teachers’ workshop eliminated the 
individualized program because of 
its $10 per pupil cost, whichwould 
have to be repeated for each pupil 
each year.

Yet the workshop teachers and 
administrators became more and 
more convinced that all elementary 
pupils should go right into a math- 
ematics program that let them 
learn at their own capabilities, 
and that the teachers were ready 
to handle it. Impasse. 

Light began to show at the end 
of the tunnel late this winter, when 
the group learned of the Individual - 
ized Math System, developed at 
the Regional Educational De- 
velopment Laboratory for the 
Carolinas and Virginia. 

Math committee heads Dyer and 
Dorothy Minzner, Bancroft teach- 
ers Jane Collins and Sanborn Prin- 
cipal Joseph Normandy visited the 
Lemon Road School in Falls 
Church, Virginia, to observe the 
program in action - and got help 
and critical evaluation of the 
system from that school’s princi- 
pal, Ann Merchant, an Andover 
native! 

The IMS program had two in- 
teresting features, math coordi- 
nator Dyer explains: the IMS 
program turned out to be a re- 
finement of (and, in his opinion, 
an improvement over) the pro- 
gram Andover had reluctantly 
turned down: for example, it has 
some group. math learning 
activities, to supplement the 
individualized approach.

Veterans Administration 
Warns On Cemetery Lots 


The Veterans Administration is 
not affiliated with private cemetery 
operators offering burial plots free 
or at nominal cost to veterans, the 
agency emphasized today. VA 
officials said some cemetery 
operations advertise in a way that 
suggests a connection with the VA 
or some other government agency. 

Government officials noted that 
VA and veterans service organiza- 
tions have received complaints 
from recipients of such adver- 
tising literature. Complaints from 
veterans about allegedly deceptive 
advertising have also been 
received, 

Similar complaints have been 
received by the Department of the 
Army’s office of Chief of Support 
Services, which provides grave 
sites to honorably discharged vet- 


erans in national cemeteries on a 
space available basis. 

There are 85 national ceme- 
teries around the country. Thirty- 
nine have been closed due to lack 
of space, and six others are ex- 
pected to be closed within five 
years, according to Army offi- 
cials. 

Some private cemetery opera- 
tors use this lack of space in 
national cemeteries in their ad- 
vertisements or solicitations to 
veterans, 

Although it is ackowledged that 
many offers are from reputable 
firms, veterans are advised to 
make sure they thoroughly under- 
stand any contracts they sign. 
Veterans often find there are costs 
and additional expenses they didnot 
anticipate,

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rtant as reading and writing,”’ 
said William Russell, 3 Elysian 
Drive, in preseriting the petitions. 

The committee turned back 
pressure from Committeeman 
frank Griggs and members of the 
audience to rescind their May 11 
transportation cut vote, and make 
further expense budget cuts. In- 
stead, the school committee passed 
member frank Hill’s motion to 
direct the administration to define 
areas in the salary budget from 
which it could eliminate $16,500 
to turn back to the town, enough 
to restore both the late buses 
and the present busing radius; 
this to be done in consultation 
with the finance committee, to 
be sure that the FinCom will 
release a matching $16,500 from 
the. town’s reserve fund to the 
school expense budget to restore 
this amount of the transportation 
cuts. Since the schools cannot mix 
the salary and expense budgets, 
this device-is necessary to absorb 
any of the Coderre amendment 
expense budget cut in the larger 
salary budget. Committeeman 
Griggs voted in the negative. 

Hill told the crowd the expense 
budget was the wrong place to 
take cuts, since any cut here cuts 
into the instructional program. 
Several citizens spoke against the 
prevailing sentiment to ask that 
instructional material and educa- 
tional tools not be sacrificed to 
busing. Not all of the evening’s 
heat was directed against the com- 
mittee. Walter Hughes of Lock- 
way Road said he would sign the 
bus restoration petition, but was 
concerned about the structure of 
the schools and fed up to his ears 
with Coderre’s interference with 
the running of the schools. Com- 
mitteeman Frank Griggs objected, 
reminding him that anoverwhelm- 
ing majority of the town meeting 
had passed the amendment. 


Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert said that the schools were 
hamstrung by the way the town 
meeting had voted the cut, al- 
though they could have handled 
an across the board cut, if the 
allocation were left to the schools 
“But we must resolve this; it’s 
bad for the kids. We must re- 
solve it and get back to the 
business of educating children.” 

Seifert backed the Hill pro- 
posal to restore busing services 
by penalizing the salary budget, 
saying it would hurt, but hurt 
less than cutting elsewhere in the 
expense budget. 

‘Por the sanity of this town,’”’ 
Seifert continued, ‘‘If you have 
a concern, please call and find 
out what the facts and the ad- 
ministration’s position really are, 
first.’’ He cited a recent allega- 
tion that the superintendent’s 
travel budget contains ‘‘tens of 
thousands of dollars.’’ Seifert 
pointed out that the total is 
actually $8,000, and this amount 
covers the travel expenses, in- 
cluding -recruiting, of the entire 
professional staff of 385. The 
superintendent’s secretary was 
fuming about this Wednesday 
morning; she revealed that the 
superintendent nearly always pays 
his professional travel expenses 
out of his own pocket, and has 
put in only two travel vouchers 
all year. 

After the school committee 
showed flexibility on the busing 
issue, the meeting cooled down. 
After a five minute break, a num- 
ber left, but a normally attentive 
audience heard Health Coordinator 
Anita Charpentier present the 
schools’ comprehensive drug 
policy, and warn of students’ drop- 
ping out, physically, or psychologi- 
cally or with drugs, alcohol. The 
policy, drawn up by students, ad- 
ministrators, guidance counselors 
and parents, will be discussed and 
voted at next week’s meeting. Dr. 
Joseph Harrington, Andover resi- 
dent who is head of the Greater 
Lawrence Drug Council, said a 
community should be concerned 
over their children’s safety from 
dropping out and drugs, as they 
are for their safety on the way to 
school, since they stand to lose 
more by this route. 

The school calendar may 
change next year; because of the

schools might substitute a single 
March vacation for the February 
and April vacations, with an eye 
toward an earlier June closing. 
Another alternative would give a 
number of four day weekends, and 
no week long vacation. Audience 
reaction was sympathetic to chang- 
ing the traditional calendar. 

So the meeting ended in a civil 
manner, but the beginning left its 
mark on at least one person - 
student committee member John 
Wooten, who sat shaking his head 
when it was all over, and the 
crowds were leaving.

Advisory Council 


Drafting By-Laws 


The PYrO Advisory Council 
which was initiated as a means 
of school-home communication by 
Superintendent Kenneth R. Seifert 
when he came to Andover two 
years ago, has begun drafting by- 
laws to put itself on a more solid 
footing. 

The aim is (1) to increase 
its effectivness as a vehicle of 
communication and cooperation 
between schools and homes, and 
between the various schools in the 
system; (2) to encourage active 
participation by parents in the 
educational affairs which affect 
the community, and (3) to foster 
cooperation and coordination be- 
tween the PTS’s of the various 
schools. 

Some suggestions the by-laws 
committee has made have been to 
include a school committee 
member as a non-voting member 
of the PTO Advisory Council, to 
ask that the PTO Advisory Coun- 
cil have a non-voting member of 
the School committee, that the 
Advisory Council act as a com- 
munications center to connect the 
schools and the homes. 

Bylaws drafted to spell out the 
Advisory Council’s role, will be 
proposed to the full body of the 
present Advisory Council. If ac- 
ceptable to this body, they will go 
to the individual PTO’s for ratifi- 
cation. 

Members of the by-laws draft- 
ing committee are: High School: 
Dorothy Gulezian, Norman Vieh- 
mann; Doherty: Susan Bates, 
Nancy Mulvey and Caroline West; 
Bancroft: Margo Bixby, James 
Garett, James Reid; East Junior 
High: Walter Hughes, SueStephens, 
Richard Wilson, Robert Zollner; 
Sanborn: Paul Kolodny, Thomas 
Mitchell; South; Phoebe Kwass; 
West Elementary: Jerry Hoch- 
schwender, Frank Orlando. 

The PTO Advisory Council, 
which Superintendent Seifert set 
up as a discussion group, has had 
one or two representatives from 
each school in the system. It 
gave each PTO an opportunity to 
discuss its ownor mutual problems 
on a broader basis, and gave the 
administration an opportunity to 
discuss community problems with 
the PTO representatives, with an 
eye to improving communication 
and education in Andover. Some 
items discussed this year have 
been the drug problem, in town, 


how to effect better use of school 
facilities by taxpayers, the Doherty 
Addition, and transportation as a 
safety factor.
